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DETAILED ACTION 

This is the tenth office action for U.S. Application 10/807,506 for a Hanging 
Adjustable Mount filed on March 23, 2004. Claims 4-8, 13-17, and 19 are pending. 



EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with William Abbatt on September 9, 2009. 

The application has been amended as follows: Claim 4, line 13, the word 
"engageable" has been deleted and replaced with - - engaged - -. Claim 4, the last line, 
after "element", the words - -; and further including protrusions on the back surface of 
the mounting element to prevent slippage out of an adjusted position - - have been 
added. Claim 13, line 12, the word "engageable" has been deleted and replaced with - - 
engaged - -. Claim 13, the last line, after "element", the words - -; and further including 
protrusions on the back surface of the mounting element to prevent slippage out of an 
adjusted position - - have been added. Claim 19, line 13, the word "engageable" has 
been deleted and replaced with - - engaged - -. Claim 19, the last line, after "position" 
the words - - and wherein the engagement zone is defined by two series of teeth 
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arranged about the perimeter lying on either side of the mounting element - - have been 
added. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 4-8, 13-17, and 19 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement 
of reasons for allowance: The prior art does not disclose a disc shaped element with a 
perimeter that has an engagement zone defined by two series of teeth on either side of 
the element and engaged to a hanging support, wherein the zone is vertically displaced 
as the mounting element is rotated around a fastener that passes through an 
eccentrically located hole of the fastener, and protrusions on the back surface of the 
mounting element to prevent slippage. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
